Khode Island holds in her possession a 


gem of peorlesc brilliancy, which nrouscH 
the admiring envy of her sister states, 
though sho willingly shares the treasure, not 
only with them, but with tho whole world. 
This gem is her city by the sea, beautiful 
Newport, .tho loveliest land on which the 
sun shines, whore tho perfection of nature 
and the perfection of art join hand to hand 
in the production of effects over which poets 
and painters rave, and which more prosaic 
observers enjoy with soberer demonstra- 
tions of delight. But Newport has reached 
her present eminenco among watoring-piaccs 
by toilsome steps. The pathway to her 
pinnacle of fame was a rough road with 
many turnings. Thoso who enjoy the rare 
blessings sho now offers to tho dwellers in 
hor broad domain, will do well to review tha 
stops by which sho has reached a regal 
dignity.

When privateering ceased to bo a busi- 


ness, ho was just the man to trado in slaves 
or rum, and it would not bo strange if ho 
did a little smuggling now and then. Years 
after his death, thoro was found on tho 
premises which ho had owned, a trap door 
opening iuto a narrow passage leading to 
tho sea. 


When one of his ships came iu from a 


successful voyage, Colouol Malbono used to 
set tho tables iu his groat dining hall with 
common crockery, and preparo n magnifi- 
cent feast, to which woro bidden all tho 
sailors of the ship. After they had oaten 
sufficiently, aud after the flowing howl had 
gono round a good many times, Col. Mai- 
would sol tho fashion by hurliug n dish at 
tho head of tho man at the other end of tho 
table. This was tho signal for tho wildest 
kind of a time, and it was tho rule to loavo 
upon the table not a dish unbroken.

How TO BUT A HORSE.—The rural Wow 


Yorker Bays nn intending purchaser should 
have tho horse brought out before him nud 
watch; the animal as he stnnds nt rest. IE 
the owner is continually starting the horse 
into motion, and urging him to "show off," 
something may ha suspected, because it is 
when the horse ia nt perfect rest that his 
weak points are divulged. If the horse bo 
sound, he will stand square on his limbs, 
without moving any .one of them, the feet 
being placed flat upon tho ground, rind all 
his legs plump find naturally posed. 
If one 


foot'be thrown forward, tmd tho toe point- 
ing to'tlio ground and the heel raised, or if 
ths foot u« lifted from tho ground and the 
weight taken from it, disease or tenderness 
may be suspected. 


MAKING THE GARDEN.—Tho failure of 


most amateur gardeners in raising plants 
from seed or obtaining the best possible 
growth of pot plants may be attributed (o 
the quality of soil that they use. 
While it 


is true that some plants will thrive on poor 
poorest, even to the preparation of infe- 
rior earth, has its advantages. 
Garden beds 


are rarely dug over deep enough, and tho 
manure used ia oftentimes so fresh from 
tho. barn thtit it burns the seed. 
Seeds 


which are planted in such 
soil might 


as well bo thrown into the lire. Tho manure 
which has either rotted in the heap or been 
used as A protection on beds during tho 
winter and then dug, makes a rich and ac-

it can easily bo made frinblo by the use of 
coal ashes, (not clinhera.) 
Goal aahes, so 


of ton used to fill up a hole or given away to 
whoever will pay for the carting, are so 
useful as a fertilizer that once tested 110 one 
would again look upon them to be rejected 
as worthless.

Wlien ia the proper time to dig garden 


soil ? A practical answer is given by a prac- 
tical horticulturist, who says : "When a 
clot of earth will crush to powder when you 
tread on it, it is time to dig—-not before."—
